The City Manager Plan 


Did you ever stop to think what, as a whole, the city 
manager system of city government means, and what 
it would bring about? 
Most reforms are gauzy and 
indefinite. All parties and most outside movements ap­ 
peal to the people with programmes expressed only in 
terms of generalities and platitudes. Let us try to get 
a bird’s eye view of what the conduct of affairs is in a 
city under the managerial plan. Because of the success­ 
ful operation aI the plan in many other cities this is not. 
difficult. 
The main principle, of .course, is that the business of 
the people would be transacted as the business of a well 
-managed corporation is carried on. A general manager, 
chosen for fitness and experience only, and well paid 
for his work, would control and conduct the whole ad­ 
ministration of public affairs. 
This manager would select his assistants jnst as the 
president of a railroad or an ordinary business corpora­ 
tion selects his head of departments. They in turn would 
employ only such help as they needed, and would ap­ 
point these subordinates because they were the most 
competent who could be found. Thus the forces would 
he settled on the ground of fitness and efficiency. 
The policies to be pursued would be determined by 
public opinion as represented by the councilmen elect­ 
ed by the people. The city manager would not be a 
political boss, but only an executive and administrator 
for the people. 
He would stop the waste of public 
funds, make every dollar go aa far as three go now, and 
see that things were dond and well done. It would al­ 
ways be for the people to n y what time things should 
be. 
This system would be sensibly and honestly financed. 
For the city as a whole there would be a budget, ap­ 
portioning appropriations in advance. That would set­ 
tle the tax rate. And each department would also pre­ 
sent and have approved its own budget, to be expended 
as directed. Simple, economical, effective. Does it not 
appeal to you?

NEW YORK, March 29.—A warn­ 
ing against the threatened extinction 
of the bald or American eagle, the 
national bird of the United States, 
was issued here today by the Ameri­ 
can Museum of Natural 
History 
which stated that reports indicated 
that “more than one-half and, per­ 
haps three-quarters of the entire 
species aieady h a v e been sacrificed.’’ 
Destruction of the birds is attri­ 
buted to hunters in Alaska who are 
killing them tor a bounty paid by 
the territorial government. Never 
numerous, the museum authorities 
say, more than 5*600 eagles were 
slain in a few months in their fav­ 
orite breeding ground, the Alaskan 
peninsula. Hunters have extended 
their operations into the British 
provinces adjoining Alaska* it is 
said, to swell their gains. 
After declaring that the American 
eagle preys chiefly on large ro­ 
dents harmful to farm crops, for 
the control of which the government 
annually expends large sums, the 
museum declares that ’“tales of the 
American eagle’s destructiveness to 
game or domestic animals are for 
the greater part pure fiction." The 
ird it says, is migratory and there­ 
b y no state or territory can claim 
the right to destroy it* that right be­ 
ing vested in the Federal govern­ 
ment. 
Recalling the fact that the wild 
pigeon, formerly found in incredible 
numbers in certain parts 
of 
the 
United States, had been “utterly 
wiped out by unrestricted shooting 
and the destruction of its nests" the 
museum says that only the prompt 
passage of a Federal law will save 
the American eagle from the same 
fate.
